thus singularly blended. 

The old pioneers~and newly arrived adventurers constituted, at that time, but a 
small and insiznificant community, and whilst they were fully impressed with an idea 
of the profusion of riches that surrounded them, they had not as yet a conception of 
the convulsive throws and conflicts of passion to which a pursuit of California gold 
must jnevitably lead. They had given themselves up to such a conviction ot 
independence, that they could not anticipate an interruption of their advantages ; and 
then, there was such a glorious and intoxicating equality, such a total dependence upon 
an inate chivalry, such a uniformity of rights, and utter dethrouemcut of the 
uncomf table distinctions of suciety, that any man could reign as pdasant, nabob, or 
king, without a fear of incurring odium, or the possibility of giving offence. 

But, in order that a more accurate idea of the character of the people may be 
conveyed, we will collect and describe some of the incidents and scenes marking the 
interval in progress : 

Some time in April, of 749, a party of six gentlemen, landing at Sacramento, gave 
a most interesting entertainment to Capt. Sutter, upon the bank of the River, just 
above the outlet of Sutter Lake. The visitors consisted of Lieutenants May, 
Hammersly, Elliott, Fauntleroy, and Peachy and Corse of the U. S. Navy. The 
first three individuals had been previously engaged by the ‘‘ Exploring Expedition,” 
under Lieut. Wilkes. in an exploration of the Sacramento River, a considerable distance 
above this point. During the previous reconnoissance of the River thes visited the 
old pioneer of the country at his Fort, and the grateful recollection of his exhaustless 
kindness to them at that early date, made them do their utmost to manifest their esteem 
of so excellent a man Immediately after landing, they hastened to the Fort, where 
they enjoyed one of those warm and thrilling greetings which result from an unexpected 
meetin: of congenial spirits, after a long absence. ‘Their first mission to the Fort 
was to assure themselves of the Old Captain’s recognition, and to invite him to 
a dinner with them upon the following day. The appointed time brought the dinner 
hour and their guest, and with minds attuned for an electric enjoyment of a most 
novel and interesting scene, they sat down to the best repast that could be 
prepared at that time in the new city. The dishes provided, consisted of boiled 
ham, roast beef, and a bountiful supply of hard bread. After the gastric economy 
had been thogoughly feasted upon these, the more substantial and necessary elements 
of physical ie, then, sailor like, champagne, at a cost of $16 per bottle, was produced 
as copiously as if it had been bottled from the river that flowed by their side. It is, 
indeed, intimated that so bountiful were the libations of the feast, that an adjournment 
of the rising was taken until the next morning by silent consent, and that it was 
utterly impossible for any individual present to count the number of bottles uncorked 
for the occasion. This, however, is probably nothing more than a slanderous 
appendix toithe book of incidents and interests which might have been written upon 
the entertainment, 

We-are told by Mr. Cornwall, who was one of the firm of Priest, Lee & Co., that 
trading at that time yielded an enormous profit. Fifty per cent he says would have 
covered the expenses incurred in bringing their goods from San Francisco to 
Sacramento,.and yet their sales would average two hundred per cent. over the 
San Francisco cost of merchandize. And, whilst such profits were cheerfully granted, 
thére was still another ultimate and powerful profit realised from the gold dust, which, 
although the main currency of the country, had not as yet been adjusted to any fixed 
standard. The scale of valuation ranged from $8 to $16 per ounce, from the discovery 
of gold up to the Ist of June, 49. Clerks in stores received salaries from three to 
five hundred dollars per month, and few could be retained for any price. 

A brisk trade was commencing between the Sacramentans and the miners, A 


constant change of purchasers was taking place, and yet’ such was the marvellous .
